structures, a five-year repayment 
is necessary. 
“On new homes, security is re­

Wyman Crow 


Among the out landing philan­ 
thropists ol S' 
I amis

more noted than 
Wyman Crow,

tered the mercantile business in 
Hopkinsville, Kentucky, as an ap­

when only e htecn and m anager, 
and owner oi the ? imp store

twenty. 
Desiring a wider field for 
his activities he old hr first store 
at a profit ot $21,0(10,

partnership with his cousin, Jos­ 
hua Tcvis, and landed in St. Louis 
on November 18, 1835. 
Here he

m erchant under the firm name of 
“Crow and Tevis.” Such was the 
beginning of one of

m ercantile houses of 
St. Louis.

Greery and Company" and “Crow, 
Hnrgndine and Company” the firm 
carried on ever expanding opera­ 
tions.

A WORLD CRUISE 


By W. R. Lcnce 


Straits Settlements Is the name 
given by Great Britain to its pos­ 
sessions in Malay Penninsula and 
adjacent islands. 
Money is issued 
in the name of Straits Settlements. 
The principal cities arc Singapore, 
Malacca and Penang. 
Our 
flrst 
stop is at Penang, on an island two 
miles off the coast of Malay Pen­ 
insula. 
It is hard to keep track 
of names here. The official name 
of the XX island 
is 
Prince 
of 
Wales Island, but they 
call 
it 
Penang Island; and 
the 
offical 
name of the city is 
Georgetown, 
but they call it, too, Penpng. 
. 
Here, we are half way 
round 
the earth. 
The time 
is 
twelve 
hours ahead of New 
York. 
We 
have advanced our watches tw en­ 
ty-four times, thirty minutes at a 
time. 
But we have covered only 
a little more than a third of 
the 
cruise. 
Our ship has sailed 12,- 
291 
nautical 
miles, 
or 
13.153 
statute miles. 
It took 
Magellan 
1,083 days to circumnavigate 
the 
globe, and this was the record for 
many decades. But in 1931. Wiley 
Post and Harold Gatty reduced it 
to 8 days, 15 hours and 51 min­ 
utes. 
Our 
cruise 
management 
chose a happy medium, and 
pro­ 
poses to make it in 136 days. 
I 
remember the story of Nellie Bly 
making it in 
the 
then 
record- 
breaking tim e of 80 days. 
Guides 
for 
the 
drive 
about 
Penang Island are Boy Scouts. The 
boy in my car is a bright young 
fellow of 17 who has the rank of 
“Rover". 
I believe that this is 
the same as “Eagle” in The States. 
All of them seem to be natives, 
but they speak good English and 
are most 
courteous. 
Passengers 
are highly pleased and many ex­ 
press the sentiment that we have 
the best guide service here of all 
cities visited. 
The drive takes past 
a 
large 
beautiful monument 
erected 
to 
Queen 
Victoria. 
Bright 
green, 
weli-trimmed 
hedges 
make 
a 
beautiful sight. Magnificent homes 
set in splendid groves furnish evi­ 
dence of wealth and 
prosperity. 
Our gentlemanly Rover scout calls 
attention to the home of the rich­ 
est man and says that 
it 
cost 
$250,000. 
When asked how 
the 
richest man acquired his wealth 
the Rover scout said that he used 
to be a barber, but he saved his 
money and invested 
it 
in 
zinc 
properties which made him rich. 
The boy was proud of him. 
Groves of rich 
coconut 
palms 
cover the base of the 
mountain, 
near the city, 
all 
loaded 
with 
fruit. 
They are clean of under­ 
growth and present the 
appear­ 
ance of a well-kept 
park. 
The 
first stop is at the Temple of the 
Ringing Bell. 
A mechanical con­ 
trivance operated by water ru n ­ 
ning out of a stone dragon’s mouth 
rings the bell periodically. 
The 
ignorant natives believe that it is 
rung by supernatural power. 
While the name of this temple 
is singular it consists 
of 
many 
temples, and covers a large area 
on the side of the mountain. 
As 
we labor up the tiresome steps we 
find a temple at 
every 
landing. 
Many idols of Buddha 
are 
en­ 
shrined 
in 
them. 
Everybody 
boldly walks in without removing 
his shoes, or even his hat. 
The 


poor worshippers bring offerings 
of food. Then they buy joss sticks 
which they burn while engaged in 
their devotions. 
Our Rover scout is nom inally ,x 
Buddhist, but he is wise to the 
absurdity of 
these 
idols. 
With 
considerable m errim ent 
he 
ex­ 
plained the procedure. 
The wor­ 
shipper places his food offerings 
on a table in front 
of the 
idol. 
Then he waves two coins 
above 
his joss sticks and drops them on 
the table. In the event they land, 
one “heads,” and one “tails", 
it 
means that the idol is eating the 
food offering. If both land “heads,” 
the idol is laughing. 
But If both 
land “tails,” the idol is angry, and 
it is just too bad for the worship­ 
per. 
Near the top of the m ountain is 
the most magnificent tem ple of all, 
called Temple of 
the 
Laughing 
Buddha. 
In the center is a mon­ 
strous idol of Buddhu, five or six 
feet across shoulders, and 
with 
the huge laughing 
face 
covered 
with gold. On either side are two 
dreadful 
gigantic 
demons 
with 
both feet resting upon the pros­ 
trate forms of men and 
crushing 
life out of them. 
The Buddha is 
hilariously amazed at 
something, 
but one is left in doubt w hether it 
is at the demons, or the unfortun­ 
ate victims who are suffering tor­ 
ture under their big feet. Set on 
the mountain, still higher up, is a 
tower 200 feet high. 
It contains 
an image of Buddha made of pure 
gold. 
Our courteous Rover scout 
guide says that about 40 per cent 
of the natives ore Christians. 
Crossing to the cast side of the 
Island, we follow the coast 
line 
facing Malay Peninsula. Caravans 
of bicycles are 
moving 
in both 
directions. 
On both sides of the 
highway are large sago trees—an­ 
other specie of the palm. 
After following the coast line for 
many miles we turn back into the 
interior and enter 
the 
rubber- 
plantation 
section. 
The 
rubber 
tree is not native to this part of 
the world, but was imported from 
the Amazon Valley. Brazil, about 
a half century ago. It now thrives 
in Malaya, Cum atra, Borneo and 
generally throughout the Eastern 
Archipelago. 
When the 
automo­ 
tive industry produced a great de­ 
mand for rubber the planting of 
the tree was undertaken here on 
a large scale. 
Now Malaya alone 
has about 3,000,000 acres of trees, 
capable of producing about 450,- 
000 tons of rubber annually, 
or 
about one half of the wrold’s sup­ 
ply. 
The stand of trees normally is 
90 to 100 per acre. Average yield 
per acre 300 to 500 pounds of rub- 


downward, and driving

A collecting vessel is set on the 
ground to catch the m ilk-like sap, 
called latex. 
Care is used not to 
cut all the way through the hark.i 
When the first incision is drained 
a new one is made just above it.

A film of snow-white rubber 
dries in the incision. This is strip­ 
ped off the next day, and is sold; 
as “scrap rubber.” 
Our

We inspected some of the 
trees. 
By stripping off some of the films 
we learned that they make pretty 
good rubber bands, even in their 
raw state. 
A business man told 
us 
that 
commerce in rubber is built 
on 
confidence. Once a dealer acquires 
a reputation for supplying 
none 
but the best grades, he jealously 
guards it. 
He said that in 
1933 
Malaya exported about two thirds 
of the world’s rubber, and nearly 
GO per cent of the tin. The United 
States took 55 per cent of their j 
rubber, and 55. per cent of 
their 1 
tin.

nam e from snakes which infest it. 
Many 
venom ous 
reptiles 
lazily 
sleep in every nook and 
corner. 
They snooze on the 
altar, 
roost 
among the rafters and lie on top 
of m irror fram es. 
They coil 
on 
lop of the clock, and rest on the 
counters. 
They sleep on the pic­ 
ture fram es and on the 
shelves. 
Outside, they cover the shrubbery. 
Stale eggs are on shelves and in 
dishes on 
the 
counters. 
When 
these reptiles get 
hungry 
they 
come down from off their perches* 
and suck these eggs. 
They insert 
their fangs and draw out the con­ 
tents without breaking the shell. 
While we are in Snake Temple 
a package of firecrackers 
is 
ex­ 
ploded on the outside near 
the 
entrance. 
Our Rover scout

[ plains that they were fired

Burial Societies 
Of Great Aid 


Burial societies, including Atlas, for a sm all 
sum 
paid 
quarterly, offer a type of insurance which m akes possible paid 
up burials for the insured upon their death. 
For instance a 
person 29 years old may pay thirty-five cents each three months 
and be assured of a paid up $100 funeral 
upon 
his 
death. 
Rates range according to age. 
Accordingly such burial insurance has been of great aid 
to many people who might otherwise be accorded a pauper’s 
funeral upon their death. 
It has m eant a great saving to the 
counties in which such societies operate for the percentage of 
tax money used for county burials has shown noticeable de­ 
clines since its inception. 
For exam ple in Barry county d u r­ 
ing 1935 before burial insurance was sold, 
34 
people 
were 
buried at county expense, while two years later, after burial 
insurance had been widely sold, there were 
only 
six, 
and 
three of these deaths were of people who had just moved into 
the county from elsewhere. 
Burial societies have a wonderful record 
for 
solvency, 
there having been only two failures in 35 years, while during 
this same period 108 life insurance companies, a large num ber 
of banks, and other financial institutions failed in Missouri, ac­ 
cording to M. T. Jamison, secretary-treasurer 
of 
the 
Atlas 
society. 
Immediately upon certification of the deaths of an insured 
with a society as the Atlas, a check is made im m ediately for 
the amount of the insurance and there are no delays in m ak­ 
ing funeral arrangements. 
Burial associations over the State of Missouri 
paid 
the 
funeral expenses of 5,600 people last year. It is estim ated that 
at least 40 per cent of these would have necessarily been bur­ 
ied by the counties if there had not been 
burial 
societies.—
